LAWS  OF  THE  U.VITED  STATES. 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Tk'oiy- 
eighth  Congress. 

[PUBLIC— No.  185.] 
:  rvxifintift/.i 

Sec.  2.  Aiiif  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  tho 
right  of  way  through  the  public  lands  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  *'No<  thorn 
P.icific  Railroad  Company,"  its  sucocsfors  and 
assigns,  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  and 
telegraph  as  proposed;  and  the  right,  power,  and 
authority  is  hereby  given  to  said  corporation  to 
take  from  the  public  lands,  adjacent  to  the  line 
of  said  road,  material  of  earth,  stone,  timber, 
and  so  forth,  for  the  construction  thereof.  Said 
way  is  granted  to  said  railroad  to  the  extent  ot 
Wo  hundred  feet  in  width  on  each  side  of  sa  d 
ra  Iroad  where  it  may  pass  through  tho  puolic 
domain,  including  all  necess.iry  grounds  for  sta- 
tion butldiogs,  worksh>»ps,  depots,  machine  shops, 
switches,  side  tracks,  turn  tables,  and  wator  sta- 
tions; and  the  right  of  way  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation  within  the  Territories  of  the  United 
States.  The  United  States  shall  extinguish,  as 
rapidly  as  may  be  consistent  with  public  policy 
and  the  welfare  of  the  said  Indian.^,  the  Indian 
titles  to  all  lauds  failing  under  the  operation  ot 
tnis  a  't,  and  a  quired  in  the  donation  to  the 
[road]  named  in  this  bill. 

Sec.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there 
bo  and  hereby  is  granted  to  tho  "Northern  Pa- 
cific Uailroad  Company,"  its  succcs.-ors  and  as- 
signs, for  the  purpose  of  aiuing  in  ihe  construc- 
tion <»f  said  railroad  and  telegraph  l>ne  to  the 
Pacific  coast,  aad  to  secure  the  sale  and  speedy 
transportation  of  tho  inula,  troops,  munitions  ot 
war,  and  puolic  stores,  over  the  route  of  said 
line  of  ra.lway,  every  alternate  secti-'U  of  pub  ic 
land,  not  mineral,  designated  by  odd  numbers,  to 
th<,  amount  of  twenty  ulteinatesections  per  mile, 
on  ea^h  side  of  said  railroad  line,  as  said  com 
pany  may  adopt,  through  the  Territories  of  the 
United  States,  and  ten  alternate  sections  of  land 
per  mile  on  each  side  of  said  railroad  whenever 
it  passes  through  any  States,  and  whenever,  ou 
the  line  iheieof,  tho  Uuited  .States  have  full 
title,  nit  reserved,  snld,  granted,  or  otherwise 
appropriated,  and  free  l:om  pre'emption,  Oi 
other  claims  or  rights,  at  the  time  the  line  oi 
said  road  is  definitely  fixed,  and  a  pl.it  tbe-^eo 
filed  in  the  Ulhco  ot  ttie  Oommisaioner  ot  the 
Oeneral  Lan  i  Utlice;  and  wheuever,  prior  to  said 
lime,  any  of  said  sectiuos  or  parts  of  section 
■>ball  hive  been  grunted,  sold,  ruservod,  occupied 
by  humostead  settlors,  or  pro  empteij,  or  oiner 
wise  disposed  of,  other  lands  shall  be  selected  b) 
»atd  company  iu  lieu  thereof,  under  he  direo.iutj 
of  tho  Secretary  of  the  iuterior,  in  aliernate 
dectiuns,  and  designated  by  odd  numbers,  not 
more  than  ten  miles  beyoud  tho  limits  ot  said 
alteinxte  sections:  Provided,  'lhat  it  said  r<iut 
sb-^ll  bo  lounu  upon  the  line  of  any  other  railroad 
route  to  aid  in  the  construciion  ot  wbich  IhihI 
have  been  hort  tvlore  granted  b>  the  United  States, 
as  far  as  tne  routes  are  upon  the  same  gcuoiai 
hoe,  theamount  of  land  heretofore  grautud  shai' 
bo  deducted  irom  the  amount  granted  by  thr- 
«ci:  Prootatd,  forhter.  That  the  railroad  company 
receiving  the  previous  g  aot  ot  land  may  assigi. 
■  heir  in  erost  lo  said  "-Vorthorn  Pacific  Kailroao 
Company,"  or  m  ly  oonSHlidato,  coiiftdorato,  ami 
aasoeiaio  with  baid  company  upon  tho  terms  nam- 
•d  in  the  first  section  ol  this  act :  Provided,  jurth- 
er,  Thai  ail  miueial  lands  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  exc  udedlrom  the  operations  of  luis  act, 
and  in  lieu  tnereof  a  like  quantity  of  utioceupieu 
aai  unappropriated  agricuUurat  lands  iu  odd- 
numbered  sections  nearest  to  the  tine  ot  s  .id  road 
and  within  fifty  miles  thereof,  may  be  selected  a- 
above  provided;  And  provided,  further,  That  tht 
Word  "mineial,"  when  itocours  in  this  act,  shall 
n  it  be  held  to  include  iron  or  coal:  And  provided, 
further,  ihat  no  money  shall  bo  drawn  trom 
the  Treasury  of  tbe  United  States  to  aia  lu 
tae  Construction  of  the  said  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
ruad. 

oec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thp*r  when- 
ever said  Northern  Pacific  Rtilroaa  Company 
shall  have  twenty-five  oonsecutire  miles  ot  anj 
portion  of  said  railroad  and  teieg  aph  line  roaoy 
tor  the  service  Contemplated,  the  President  of  the 
U nited  stales  shall  appoint  tareo  commissir'ncrs 
to  examine  the  same,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that 
twenty-five  consecutive  miles  ot  said  road  anu 
telegraph  line  have  been  completed  in  a  good, 
subsiautial.  and  workman  like  manner,  as  in  all 
oiUer  respects  required  by  this  act,  the  commis- 
sioners shall  so  report  to  the  President  of  the 
Ij'nited  .States,  and  patents  of  lands,  as  aforesaid, 
snail  be  issued  to  said  company,  confirming  to 
said  company  tho  right  and  title  to  said  linds, 
situate  opposite  to  and  coterminus  with  said  com 
pleted  section  of  said  roao;  and  trom  timo  to  time, 
whenever  twenty  five  additional  consecutive  miles 
shall  have  been  constructed,  completed,  and  in 
readiness  as  aioreaaid,  and  verifit.a  by  saiu  com 
missiouers  to  the  President  ot  the  United  Stales, 
then  paten  a  shall  be  issued  to  said  company 
conveying  the  additional  sections  of  land  as 
aloresaid,  and  so  on  as  last  as  every  tweniy-fivt 
miles  ot  said  road  is  completed  as  aforesaid : 
J'rovyded,  That  not  more  than  ten  sections  of 
land  per  mile,  as  said  road  shall  be  completed, 
shall  bo  conveyed  to  said  company  for  all  that 
part  of  said  railroad  1,>  ing  east  of  tho  western 
boundary  of  tne  state  ot  Minnesota,  until  the 
whole  of  Siiid  railroad  shall  be  hmshea  and  io 
good  running  order,  as  a  first-class  railroad,  Irom 
the  place  ol  beginning  on  Lake  .Superior  to  the 
western  boundary  of  Minnesota:  Provided,  That 
lauds  shall  not  be  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  on  account  of  any  railroad,  or  part 
tbisreot,  constructed  at  the  date  of  tho  passage  ot 
this  aot. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  said 
^oiihern  Pacific  railroad  shall  be  consirucied  in 
a  suDstantial  and  workmanliko  manner,  with  all 
the  necessary  draws,  culveits,  bridge^ ,  viaducts, 
crossings,  turnouts,  btatious,  and  w^ienug  places, 
andaii  t,iher  appurtenances,  luc.uding  luioiiure, 
and  rolling  SLt.ck ,  equal  in  ail  respects  to  rail- 
roads of  ihe  first  class,  when  prepared  tor  busi- 
ness, with  rails  of  the  bent  quality ,  manutacluied 
trom  American  iron.  And  a  uniiorm  gauge  shall 
be  establisned  throughout  the  entire  leugiu  ot  the 
Aud  ttiere  shall  be  constructed  a  telegraph 


road. 


line,  of  tne  most  substantial  approved  description, 
to  be  operated  along  tbe  entire  line:  Provided. 
That  tho  said  compauy  shall  not  charge  the  Gov- 
ernment higher  rates  than  they  do  individuals 
tor  like  t.auspoitation  and  telegrapbiu  service. 
Auditshall  be  tne  duty  ol  the '-JNoithein  Pacific 
Kailruau  Company"  to  permit  any  other  railioad 
wnich  shall  be  authorized  to  oe  built  uy  the  United 
otates,  or  by  tho  Legislature  ol  any  Territory  oi 
diate  la  which  tne  rame  may  be  eiiuaied,  to  form 
running  cinuexious  with  it,  on  tair  aud  equit- 
able tei  lus. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
Piesident  of  the  United  States  shall  cause  the 
lands  to  be  surveyed  for  forty  miles  in  width  on 
both  sides  ot  the  entire  liue  of  said  road  aftei 
the  general  route  shall  be  fixed,  aud  as  last  as 
may  be  requiioa  by  tbe  construction  ol  said  rail- 
road; and  tne  odd  seoiious  ot  land  hereby  grant- 
ed shall  not  be  liable  to  saie  or  entry  ,  i-r  pre- 
emption betoro  or  alter  they  are  surveytd  except 
by  said  cumpany,  as  provided  in  this  act;  bui 
tne  provibiobs  oi  tae  act  ot  September,  eighteen 
hundred  and  torty-one,  granting  pre-em^tiou 
rights,  and  tne  acie  auiendatury  tneieot,  aud  ot 
tne  act  eu.itied  ''An  act  to  secure  homoateads  to 
actual  settlers  on  the  public  domain,"  approved 
May  twenty,  eig  ueen  nuuditi  ana  s,z  y-two, 
snail  be  aud  tbe  same  are  nereby  exienued  to  ail 
other  lands  on  tne  lino  oi  said  road  waen  survey- 
ed, excepting  those  hereby  g  auted  to  said  com* 
pany.  Aud  the  reserved  alternate  sections  shall 
not  be  sold  by  tbe  tiovernment  at  a  prue  less 
than  two  dollars  aud  fitly  cents  per  acre,  wnen 
ulfered  tor  sale. 

See.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  thesaid 
"Northern  Paciho  Railroa.!  Company"  bo  and 
is  hereby  autboriied  and  empowered  to  enter  up- 
on, ^UiOhase,  take,  and  bold  any  lands  or 
pi*DUi**  teat  a>a7  b«  aeoassary  and  proper  for 


the  construction  and  working  of  aaid  road,  not 
exceeding  in  width  two  hundred  feet  on  cich 
side  of  tho  line  of  its  railroad,  unless  a  greater 
width  be  required  for  tbe  pu  pose  of  excavation 
or  embankment;  and  also  any  lands  or  premises 
that  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  turnout.*", 
standing  places  for  cars,  depots,  station-houses, 
or  any  other  structures  required  in  the  construc- 
tion and  working  of  said  road.  And  tho  said 
company  shall  have  the  right  to  cut  and  remove 
trees  and  other  material  that  might,  by  falling, 
encumber  its  road-bed.  though  standing  or  being 
more  than  two  hundred  feet  trom  the  line  of  said 
road.  And  in  ca»o  the  owner  of  such  lands  or 
premises  and  the  said  company  cannot  agree  as  to 
the  value  of  the  premises  taken  or  to  be  taken, 
for  tbe  use  of  said  road,  the  value  thereol  shall 
be  determined  by  the  appraisal  of  ihrco  disinter- 
ested commissioners,  who  may  be  appointed,  upon 
application  by  either  parly,  to  any  court  ol  re- 
cord in  any  of  tbe  Territories  in  which  the  lands 
or  premises  to  bo  taken  lie;  and  said  commis 
sioners.  in  their  assessment  of  damages,  shall 
appraise  such  premises  at  wnat  would  nave  been 
the  value  thereof  if  the  road  had  not  been 
built.  And  upon  return  into  c*»urt  of  such  ap 
praisement,  and  upo  •  the  piymenl  into  the  sam.- 
of  tbe  estimated  value  of  the  premises  taken  fur 
tho  use  and  benefit  of  ihe  otvner  thereof,  said 
premises  shall  be  deemed  to  be  taken  by  said 
company,  which  shall  thereby  ac^uiio  lull 
title  to  the  same  lor  tho  purposes  afore- 
said. And  either  party  feeling  aggrieved 
at  said  apprai-ement  may,  within  thirty  divs 
after  the  same  has  been  rtlnn  d  into  court, 
fi  0  an  appeal  therefrom,  ana  demand  a  jur^ 
twelve  men  to  estimate  the  damage  sustained; 
but  such  appeal  chal  not  interlero  with  the  right 
of  said  comp,iny  to  enter  upon  the  premises  ta 
ken,  or  to  do  any  act  necessary  and  prot»er  in  the 
construction  of  its  road.  And  ta.d  party  ap- 
pealing shall  give  bonds,  wi..h  .sufficient  surety  oi 
sureties,  lor  tne  payment  ot  any  cost  that  may 
aiise  upon  sucu  appeal;  and  iu  case  tbo  party 
.ippeaiing  does  not  obtain  a  verdict,  increasiug 
or  diminishing,  as  the  case  may  be,  tho  award  ol 
the  commissioners,  such  party  shall  pay  tho  whole 
'just  incurred  by  the  appellee,  as  well  as  his  nwn 
and  tho  payment  into  court,  lor  tho  use  of  the  owner 
ol  said  premises  taken,  of  asum  equal  to  that  final- 
ly awaidea  sba  I  bo  held  to  vest  in  said  company 
tne  title  of  said  land  and  of  the  rigbi  to  use  and 
occupy  tne  same  lor  the  construction,  raainte 
nance,  and  oporaiion  oi  said  road.  An  i  in  cast 
any  of  tho  lauds  lo  be  tuaen,  as  aforesaid,  thai, 
be  held  by  any  lulaiii,  temmo  convert,  nou  com 
pos,  iuaaoe  person,  or  persons  rosidiug  with  u 
toe  Tenitory  wiihiu  which  the  lauds  lo  be  taken 
lie,  or  peiat,iis  subjected  to  any  legal  disability, 
iBecuUii  mat  app  .iut  a  gu.iidian  lOr  any  part) 
under  any  aisquaiifi  alien,  to  appear  iu  propei 
person,  who  snail  give  bonds,  with  sutfifK-n 
surety  Or  sereties,  lor  the  p  operand  laithtui  cx- 
ecutityn  of  bis  trust,  and  oho  may  repr.sentin 
ct>urt  tbe  person  disqualified,  as  atures.tid,  tron. 
appe:iring,  wheu  the  same  proceedings  shall  bt 
h  -d  in  retereuce  to  ihoappraisomoni  ot  -he  (irem- 
ises  to  be  taken  tor  the  use  of  said  company ,  and 
■vi  h  toe  satiio  efi'eel  aS  has  b.en  uiieauy  de 
sciibed;  and  the  title  ot  tbo  couip  ny  to  IUk 
luuds  taken  by  viitue  ol  this  act  shitii  1.01  be  ai 
iected  or  imparod  by  reason  of  any  lailuro  b, 
iny  guardian  to  discharge  lai  hiul  y  his  trust. 
Aud  in  case  any  party  shaii  have  a  right  or  ciaiu 
.o  any  land  for  a  term  ol  years,  or  «ny  inlores. 
tborein,  in  possessotn,  reversion,  or  remainder, 
the  value  of  auy  such  estate,  Itss  than  a  let 
simple,  shall  bo  estimated  and  determined  in  iht 
mauuer  hereinbefore  set  lorth.  Aud  in  case  n 
sbail  be  necessary  for  tbe  company  loonier  upoi,

The  Fraud  on   the  New  York  Soldiers' 
Vole. 

We  have  already  noticed  the  discovery  of 
the  frauds  of  Gov.  Seymour's  election  agents 
on  the  soldiers'  votes,  and  of  the  arrest  ol 
some  of  the  agents.  On  the  27th  of  October 
one  of  the  agents,  M.  J.  Ferry,  seeing  there 
WHS  no  chance  of  escape— that  the  Military 
Commission  had  secured  full  evidence  of  the 
facis,  plead  guilty  and  made  the  following 
confession  : 

"I  ilo  not  recollect  the  time  when  the  fir^i 
papers  were  foriied,  but  it  was  in  the  presence 
of  Orville  R  Wood,  of  Clinton  cnuniv.  New 
York;  ii  was  done  in  my  ottice,  No  8.")  Fay- 
ette cireet,  Baltimore;  I  am,  and  have  been 
(or  the  past  two  years,  the  Agent  ol  the 
Siate  of  New  York,  appointed  by  Gov.  Sey- 
mour to  look  niter  the  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers  of  New  York  ;  I  tirsl  saw  Wood  on 
Wediiesilay  ol  last  week  at  my  office;  he 
came  ami  represented  himself  as  an  agent  ol 
the  Central  Gominiitec  of  his  county  to  look 
after  its  local  ticket;  we  talked  about  the 
ways  in  which  votes  could  be  taken  ;  it  was 
agreed  that  we  should  sign  the  names  of 
soldiers  and  officers,  and  then  send  them 
Lome  to  have  the  local  tickets  filled  in  ;  I 
made  oui  such  papers;  I  signed  the  names 
of  soldiers  on  quite  a  number  of  lliem  ;  1 
cannot  tell  what  names  we  signed;  th«  pa- 
pers are  in  the  bundle  now  on  the  table  ;  I 
di  I  not  8i>.'n  the  namis  ot  officers,  but  Dona- 
hue signed  any  quantity  of  them  ;  there  wan 
a  lar>!e  package  of  tliese  papers  lelt  with 
me,  which  I  de.stroyed  ;  that  package  con- 
tained over  two  hundred;  Donahue  signed 
them  all;  the  idea  of  lor;iing  these  paperc* 
was  first  snggested  by  a  man  natned  Stephen 
Maxon  ;  he  is  from  the  western  part  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  I  do  not  know  from 
what  county;  he  is  not  in  the  service;  he 
ia  a  Slate  agent;  I  cannot  say  at  what  time 
it  was  first  proposed  '.o  forge  these  paper-, 
bni  it  was  about  two  weeks  ago ;  I  do  not 
think  there  was  any  body  present  but  Dont 
ahue  and  myself  when  Maxon  first  proposed 
to  forge  papers;  there  was  a  man  named  G. 
M  Bundy  in  my  office  :  lie  is  now  in  New 
York  ;  also  a  man  named  H.  Newcotnb;  I 
never  saw  him  until  lie  came  there;  he  ia  a 
lawyer  in  Albany  ;  part  of  the  forged  papers 
were  made  in  my  office,  and  part  brought 
there;  they  were  usually  brought  in  a  bun- 
dle tied  up;  I  do  not  know  who  brought 
them  ;  I  had  no  letters  Irom  Peter  Cagger 
except  what  were  found  in  my  desk  ;  I  nev- 
er knew  ot  any  correspondence  on  this  sub- 
ject with  Gen  Farrell.  the  commissary  of 
subsistence,  except  the  package  which  you 
bavs;  the  package  contained  a  lot  ot  blank 
envelopes  and  lorms  ot  attorney,  with  a  let- 
ter Irom  Gen.  Farrell  marked  'confidential,' 
which  contained  a  list  of  names  of  residents 
ol  Coliinibia  county. 

I  did  not  let  any  one  know  that  I  destroy- 
ed tlie  forged  papers  lelt  with  me,  but  told 
my  associates  that  i  sent  them  to  different 
parts  o!  the  Slate  to  be  iiiailad;  a  young 
man  came  from  Washington  on  Friday  or 
Saturday  last,  saying  il  1  had  any  spare 
blanks  to  send  them  over  to  Washington;  I 
am  not  certain  that  he  did  or  did  not  say 
any  thing  about  there  being  twenty  men 
over  there  who  would  attend  to  these  mat- 
ters; I  do  not  know  how  many  (orged  pa- 
pers were  sent  ofT,  but  I  heard  them  say 
they  sent  them  from  Washington  by  tlie 
dry  goods  box  full  ;  I  do  not  recollect  hear- 
ing them  talk  dispairingly,  but  they  talked 
quite  jubilanily  and  confidemly  I  sent  a 
packajfe  of  forged  papers  to  Gen.  Farrell  with 
the  lollowiug  letter : 

"Baltimobk,  Oct  22,  1S64 

•Atj/  Bear  Sir — If  you  are  energetic  you 
will  be  able  to  get  the  within  votes  all  ar 
ranged  lor  the  8lh  ot  November  1  should 
have  clone  more  to  them,  but  1  have  not 
time.  They  are  all  on  the  square,  the  same 
as  the  Blacks  get  theirs.  Neither  would 
b»ir  close  scrutiny.  Ed.  Donahue  said  send 
them  on  to  you,  and  I  have  done  it. 

"Truly  yours, 

"DEMOCRAT 

"P.  S. — They  are  all  sohiiers — company 
and  regiment  all  O.  K.  The  rest  I  have 
nothing  to  say.  It  vou  have  no  use  for  them

Mr.  Ferry  then  entered  a  plea  of  guilty 
which  WHS  accepted,  and  the  Judge  Advo- 
cate recommended  him  to  the  clemency  ol 
tire  court. 

ThiK  concludes  the  invcsiization  so  far  as 
Feiry's  c.tRe  is  loncerned,  and  Donshue  nil 
be  gratified  in  his  debire  to  have  his  ca»e 
tried  peparntely. 

Henry  Newcomb,  implicated  by  Ferry, 
baa  also  made  a  complete  and  lull  conies- 
•ion. 

The  trial  of  Donahue  was  proceeded  with. 
We  h^ve  not  room  for  the  proceedings  in 
full;  and  will  have  to  forego  their  publica- 
tion. But  we  extract  the  subjoined  para- 
graphs. Among  his  correspondence  which 
was  seized,  some  rich  epistles  were  found, 
•uch  as  can  be  imagined  to  come  from 
genuine  Copperheads.  The  Baltimore 
American,  referring  to  tho  trial,  says: 

One  fact  was  elicited  that  will  give  our 
readers  an  insight  into  the  way  elections 
are  "managed''  in  New  York.  While  ex- 
patiating on  his  achievements  in  the  way  ol 
ballot  box  stuffing  Donohue  explained  what 
he  styled  the  -'inarrow-fat"  system,  wliich 
he  assened  he  had  used  in  tlie  election  in 
hie  ward  in  Albany,  of  which  he  was  one  oi 
the  Inspectors.  The  "marrow  lai"  is  made 
by  closely  pres'ting  together  a  number  ol 
tickets— say  ten  or  twenty — which  are  pass 
•d  to  the  Judge  as  one  ticket  and  the  Judge 
in  idacing  them  in  the  box,  gives  it  a  little 
shake,  when  they  separate,  and  represent  so 
many  distinct  ballots.  But  how  is  the  list 
ot  voters  kept  by  the  clerks  of  election 
tnade  tally  with  the  number  of  tickets  in 
the  box?  Nothing  is  easier,  in  the  hands 
of  such  accomplished  politicians  as  New 
York  produces.  The  clerk  "is  all  right  " 
and  at  a  given  signal  he  enters  upon  tlie 
poll-books  as  many  names  as  the  "marrow- 
fat contains  votes,  his  colleague  on  the  out- 
Bide  ol  the  window  having,  of  course,  pre- 
viously arranged  the  whole  afTair,  and  when 
the  returns  come  to  be  counted  at  the  close 
of  the  election  everything  ia  "aquare  "  Such 
ia  the  Copperhead  idea  of  a  "tree  ballot  " 
and  in  defense  of  which  they  assert  thetn- 
eelves  prepared  to  have  a  "free  fight." 

Mr.  Oliver  K.  Woods,  of  Clinton  county 
New  York,  testified  : 

Resides  at  West  Cbaty,  Clinton  county. 
New  York;  is  a  merchant;  came  to  Bah'i-' 
more  as  the  agent  of  the  Union  Committee 
of  bis  county  to  assist  in  procuring  the  sol- 
diers' votes  in  this  city;  visited  Fort  Mo- 
Henry,  and  there  met  Captain  McDermoit, 
of  the  91»c  New  York  Rsgimtnt,  and  seve- 


ral soldiers  froni  Clinton  county  ,  stopped 
there  two  or  three  days;  in  a  conversation 
with  Captain  McDcrmott  in  relation  to  the 
voting  of  the  soldiers,  he  remarked  that 
there  had  been  some  "chcekcr  playing,"  and 
Ills  suspicious  were  aroused;  also  visited 
Newtown  University  Hospital,  and  from 
what  wc  heard  there  .suspected  that  some 
thing  was  wrong;  went  to  the  office  of  the 
.Stale  agency,  85  West  Fayette  street,  and 
there  met  Mr.  Ferry;  asked  him  how  things 
were  getting  along,  giving  him  to  under 
stand  that  he  (Wood)  belonged  to  the  Mc 
Clellan  party  ;  Ferry  desired  to  know  if  he 
had  a  commission  from  Gov.  Seymour;  he 
told  him  thai  he  had  not,  but  he  represent 
ed  his  County  Committee  ;  Ferry  desired  to 
see  his  commission;  said  he  had  none,  but 
had  a  list  of  soldiers  of  his  county,  which 
appeared  to  satisfy  Ferry;  told  Ferry  thai 
ho  came  to  Baltimore  to  get  the  vote  of  the 
.list  New  York  ;  was  iiiiormed  that  it  had 
been  taken — McClellan  received  400  votef 
and  Lincoln  11;  he  expressed  surprise  at  the 
small  number  of  votes  polled  for  Lincoln 
when  Ferry  said  that  when  Union  votei- 
came  into  that  office  they  were  all  righi 
when  they  went  out,  and  that  they  were 
doing  more  here  than  he  thought  of. 

Mr.  Wood  said  that  on  Saturday  afternoon 
last  he  met  Donahue,  and  Edward  Newcomb, 
also  of  .'Vlbany  ;  at  Ferry's  office  considera- 
ble conversation  ensued  about  the  latter's 
telegraphing  to  Washington  for  Donahue  to 
conie  to  Baltimore;  Donahue  said  he  wa- 
on  the  eve  of  starling  to  City  Point,  as  in 
had  received  a  pass,  etc.,  from  the  War  Di- 
pirimeni;  the  party  then  separated  (or  ihi 
night,  with  the  understanding  that  they  were 
lu  meet  at  9  o'clock  on  .Sunday  rnnrning,  ii 
order  ihat  a  sufficient  number  ot  blanks  be 
fixed  up  10  give  einploynient  to  Ferry,  whc 
liad  used  nearly  all  ol  his  supply:  met  oi 
Sunday,  according  to  appoininipnt;  New- 
comb eaid  he  understood,  that  there  were 
about  twenty  men  in  Washington  busily  en 
gaged  in  sendii.g  ballots  to  New  York  in  dry 
goods  boxes;  Berry,  Donahue,  Newcomb  and 
VVood  seated  themselves  at  a  table  and  be- 
gan filling  up  blanks,  both  the  powers  of  at- 
torney and  the  envelopes  in  which  they  are 
enclosed  ;  Newcomb  wrote  one  name  in  tin 
blanks  and  Donahue  another  generally  the 
last. 

[Several  blanks  were  produced,  all  bearing 
the  signature  ol  '  C.  G  Arthur,  Captain  aim 
Assistant  Adjutant  General,"  as  tlie  officer 
in  whose  presence  the  affidavit  was  made 
and  the  signature  of  the  witnesses  affixed  — 
full  sets  ot  powers  of  attorney,  the  blankr- 
all  filled  and  ready  to  be  deposited  in  the 
ballot  box  as  soon  as  a  ticket  was  inserted 
One  package  of  thirty,  in  which  the  names 
I. lid  all  been  forged,  was  identified  by  Mr 
Wood  as  the  work  of  Donahue,  Among  the 
names  fraudulently  inserted  were  those  ol 
Lieut.  Col  Murphy,  of  the  7th  New  York 
Ariillerv,  and  Capt.  Smitb,  of  the  93d  New- 
York  ]  ■ 

A  roll  purporting  to  be  a  list  of  sick  and 
wounded  New  York  soldiers,  under  treatment 
at  the  Jarvis  hospital,  in  thiscily,  was  shown 
It  contained  about  lour  hundred  names  Mr 
Mr.  Wood  testified  that  Ferry  informed  him, 
in  answer  to  a  question,  "thai  deader  alive 
thty  a!l  had  cast  a  good  vote." 

Ncwcomb's  confession  fully  confirmed 
Ferry  and  all  the  witnesses. 

The  Commission  found  Ferry  and  Dona- 
hue  guilty  and  sentenced  them  to  imprison- 
ment for  life.  The  Preiident  approved  the 
sentence.    The   trials  of  Col.   North  and 


others  will  be  proceeded  with. 

The  ludiaoa  Treaoon  Trial. — Evidence  ol 
J.  J.  Blnshnm. 

We  have  heretofore  published  some  of  the 
evidence  in  the  trial  of  Dodd  for  treason 
announced  the  arrest  of  Harrison,  HelTren, 
Bingham  and  others.  Harrison  and  Bing 
ham  turned  State  witnesses.  On  the  28tli 
October  Mr,  Bingham  was  examined.  Here 
i.-  a  synopsis  of  his  evidence  : 

Josepti  J,  Bingham,  editor  of  the  State 
.Sentinel  and  Chairman  ol  the  Democratic 
State  Central  Cornmitiee;  a  Third  Degree 
member  and  a  Grand  Councilor  ot  the  Soni- 
of  Liberty,  testified  before  the  Military  Com 
mission    to-day  as    follows;  I  joined  the 
American  Knights  in  October  or  November 
1803,  at  Military  Hall,  then  leased  to  the 
Democratic  Club  of  this  city.    I  was  initi- 
ated then,    Dodd,  Harrison,  M.  Jacobs,  Dr 
Johnson,  V^andegrilt  and  others  were  pres- 
ent.   In  August  or  September  I  was  intro- 
duced to  P.  C.  Wrijil  by  Dodd,  Wright 
gave  his  history  and  claimed  to  have  found 
in  the  papers  belonging  to  Gen.  Gaines  ol 
New  Orleans,  the  records  of  a  secret  societv 
whicn  exi'ted   during   the  Revolutionary 
War,  of  wliich  Gen.  Lee  was  President,  and 
Madison,  Jefferson  and  Washington  were 
menihers.    Wright  designed  to  establish  a 
riimilar  order,  and  had  come  to  this  State 
lor  that  purpose.     He  said  it  existed  in 
Missouri,  Illinois  and  the  central  American 
.States  and  was  to  extend  all  over  the  world. 
He  wanted  Bingham  to  help  found  it  here 
but  he  declined  because  he  was  opposed  to 
secret  societie.'.    He  asked  other  leaders  to 
join.    Most  of  them  declined.    It  was  un- 
derstood that  Dodd  was  to  be  a  member 
Dodd  was  an  active  leading  Know-Nothing 
Dodd  urged  Bingham  to  join,  and  said  it  was 
political  and  educational     A  Mate  Univer- 
sity, to  inculcate  sound  political  doctrine,  and 
a   newspaper,  were   to   be  started.  Dodd 
t^aid  he  wanted  to  advise  with  the  witness 
ibout  many  things.    He  could  not,  unless 
he  joined  the  order;  that  he  could  not  even 
lell  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  or- 
ler,  for  the  otdigation  bound  him  in  such 
secresy.    He  offered  to  put  Bingham  through 
inloriiiuliy,    Bingham  saw  the  seeds  of  dis- 
cord  lor  the  party,  if  he  did  not  join  ami 
unite  the  different  elements  against  the  Ad- 
ministration. 

Dodd  informed  Bingham  that  he  v. as  a 
delegate  to  the  State  Council  of  November, 
1863,  He  attended  and  took  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil Degree  Dodd  presided,  Harrison  was  .Sec 
retary,  Mr,  Vandegrift  xvas  at  the  meeting 
Dr,  Athon,  Joseph  Ristine,  L.  D.  Milligan 
and  Mr,  Cushman  from  the  north  part  of 
the  .State.  The  Council  was  opened  and 
committees  appointed  Bingham  was  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  literature.  He 
was  present  but  an  hour,  when  he  retired 
and  wrote  his  report,  advising  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  paper  until  funds  were  raised  to 
support  it  a  year,  and  the  indefinite  post 
ponement  of  the  University  scheme  Dr 
Bryant  and  Cushman  were  on  the  commit- 
tee. Ha  told  Cushman  he  could  not  stay, 
and  got  him  to  read  the  report.  Diil  not 
hear  of  any  military  appointments  then, 
nor  until  after  the  exposure  of  the  Sons  of 
Liberty,  He  was  notified  by  Dodd  to  at- 
tend the  Grand  Council  of  February  16. 
Was  in  twice  that  day.  Heard  Conkli'n,  one 
of  the  Major  Generals,  speaking.  He  was 
called  on  for  «  report,  and  replied  that  he 
had  not  drilled  any  body,  and  had  nobody  to 
drill.  It  was  his  first  idea  that  it  was  a 
miliiary  organization.  He  never  read  the 
I  Riiual,  Conoiiiution,  or  by-Iawt,  Heffren 
was  present  at  the  February  Council.  He 
came   to  his  office  and   told  all  about  tb» 


Order,  Bingham  eaid  that  he  thought  no 
good  would  come  from  the  Order,  and  Heff 
ren  coincided  with  him  and  said  it  was  a 
humbug  He  concluded  not  to  belong  to  the 
organization  ;  paid  liis  lees  and  asked  Dodd 
if  any  formal  withdrawal  was  necessary, 
Dodd  said  he  could  withdraw  when  he  liked. 
He  didn't  consider  hiinsell  a  member  after 
that,  though  his  having;  been  in  the  Order 
gave  him  the  confidence  of  the  members, 
and  he  had  learned  many  things  he  other 
wise  would  not  have  known. 

Heard  that  Dodd  delivered  an  address  on 
the  16th  of  February.  At  that  meeting  Dr 
Bowling,  Dr,  Bryant,  Mr  Blake,  of  Terre 
Haute,  Mr,  Cushman  and  'Squire  McBride, 
of  Evansville,  were  present,  also  Heffren 
His  next  connection  with  tho  members  oi 
the  Order  was  with  Dod<l,  Bowles ,  Judje 
Bullitt,  of  Kentucky,  and  a  Mr  Barrett,  oi 
Missouii,  who  met  at  his  office.  He  supposed 
1  liey  were  all  members  ol  the  order.  Judge 
Bullittinvited  him  down  to  the  Palmer  Hou>e 
CO  take  whisky.  He  went  there  and  (ound 
Coffin,  a  delectivo  present.  He  didn't  krow 
that  then,  but  thought  him  a  Republican, 
and  that  they  had  queer  company.  He 
shook  hands  with  him,  and  Cotfin  said  "  I 
have  caught  you  at  last  "  He  asked  Coffin 
what  he  meant  as  they  were  going 
to  dinner.  He  passed  it  off  with  an 
anecdote.  In  the  afternoon  he  met  Jos. 
E,  McDonald,  and  told  him  about  Cofiin. 
and  he  said  he  was  a  detective  He  told 
McDonald  it  was  a  singular  secret  society 
.vhere  detectives  met  with  its  tneinbers  He 
talked  with  McDonald  treqiiently  about  the 
order,  but  had  not  told  him  he  was  a  mem- 
ber at  that  time.  That  was  the  middle  or 
latter  part  of  May.  .Shortly  alter  the  first 
lunday  in  June,  Siidger  was  introduced  to 
iiim  in  his  office.  Dodd  called  him  private 
Secretary  to  Bullitt.  It  was  remarked  that 
Bullitt  thought  Coffin  had  compromised 
niin.  He  knew  of  the  meeting  of  theCoun 
oil  in  June,  but  was  not  present  and  knew 
nothing  ot  its  proceedings.  Had  seen 
Bowles  before  the  1st  ol  August,  Once  he 
came  to  his  office  and  talked  over  matters 
generally,  and  asked  him  if  he  knew  Coffin 
was  a  detective.  He  told  liira  he  had  it 
from  MoDonald, 

Un  iiie  2u  or  3d  day  of  August  Dodd  call 
'd  on  him  to  issue,  as  chairman  ot  the  Dem 
ocratic  Central  Commiite,  a  call  lor  a  mass 
meeting  on  the  16th  of  August.  He  asked 
his  word  ot  honor  that  he  vfould  not  reveal 
anything  he  might  say.  Bingham  lurnished 
it.  Dodd  saiil  a  revolution  had  been  deter- 
mined on  at  the  Council  ot  the  16th,  held 
at  Chicago,  which  consisted  of  lour  mem- 
bers Irom  Indiana,  four  from  Missouri,  tour 
from  Illinois  and  tour  Irom  Kentucky.  Dodd, 
Bowles  and  Bullitt  were  present.  Dodd  said 
they  arranged  there  to  release  the  rebel  pri,s- 
oners  at  Johnson's  Island,  Camp  Chase,  Ohio, 
Camp  Morton,  Indiani,  and  Camp  Douglas, 
Illinois,  and  the  released  prisoners  at  Camp 
Douglas  were  to  release  ihose  at  Rojk  Is- 
land. At  the  same  time  they  were  to  rise  in 
Louisville  and  seize  the  Government  stores 
and  property,  Bingham  was  astonished, 
Dudd  wanted  a  mass  meeting  called  under  pre 
tense  of  opposing  ihe  draft,  and  instructing  the 
Chicago  delegates.  Binghan  relused.  Dodd 
wanted  him  to  call  a  Congressional  conven- 
tion to  nominate  a  Congressman,  as  a  cover 
for  his  revolution,  Bingham  refused  Dodd 
went  to  McDonald  to  have  him  influence 
Bingham  to  call  the  convention.  Bingliam 
iliought  ho  ought  to  reveal  the  plot,  and 
tried  McDonald  with  the  watchword,  "What 
success,"  to  know  whether  the  secret  had 
been  intrusted  to  him.  He  found  it  had  not, 
and  imparled  it  to  McDonald  on  August  4, 
riiey  could  not  determine  what  to  do,  and 
agraed  to  meet  agaio. 

iNexi  day,  while  going  home,  he  met  Mc- 
Donald  Kerr,  of  New   Albany,  and  said. 
What  success."    He  answered,  "Do  you 
know  anything  ?    Tiie  people  are  all  alarm- 
ed in  our  part  of  the  .Slate,  in  Washington. 
Harrison  anil  Floyd  counties,  witii  the  idea 
ihat  a  revolution  is  in  progress.    They  are 
selling  their  crops  because  tliey  think  green- 
backs safer,"    Kerr  went  on  and  revealed 
Dodd's  scheme.     Both  then  went  to  Mc- 
Donald's,   Kerr  told  him  this  plot,  Bing- 
ham did  not  then  tell  McDonald  of  his  with- 
drawal irom  the  Order,  but  was  understood 
to  still  belong,    Kerr's  inlormation  involved 
Dr,  Athon,    Morton  was  to  be  put  out  ol  the 
way,  and  Athon  to  be  Governor.  They  went 
to  Athon's  bouse,  called  him  up,  and  he  de- 
nied any  knowledge  of  the  plot.    They  met 
at  McDonald's  office  next  morning  and  in- 
vited prominent  Deinoorats  to  mee.  them. 
McDonald,  Judge  A,   L,  Roaclie,  William 
Hutchenson,  Aquilla  Jones,  Sam'l  H,  Bus- 
korn.Jos.  Ristme,  Dr    Veagle,  Col.  Calli- 
well  and  others  were  there.    Kerr  told  his 
story,    Tiiey  said  the  revolution   must  be 
stopped.    Dodd  and  John  C  VValker  were 
called  in.    They  did  not  then  acknowledge 
anything  about  it.    At  first  Kerr  told  Bing- 
ham tnat  il  they  would  not  abandon  it,  it 
was  his  interest  to  iniorm   the  aiiihoriiies 
and  have  them  arrested,    Dodd  and  Walker 
iheu  spoke  very  earnestly  about  public  af- 
fairs, saying  the  Government  could  not  be 
restored  under  the  old  state  of  things,  and 
nothing  would  save  it  but  a  forcible  revolu- 
tion.   An  appeal  to  the  ballot-box  was  fu- 
tile ;  the  people  would  resist  the  draft,  and 
they  ought  to  direct  the  revolution,  rather 
than  let  it  direct  them.    Dodd  and  Walker 
promised  to  eiop  it,  and  it  was  undersioud 
ihey  sent  such  orders  to  the  various  coun- 
ties,   Bingham  didn't  inform  the  autliori- 
lies  because  he  thought  tbey  knew  it,  be 
cause  it  was  agreed  that  notice  of  the  up- 
rising should  be  given  by  publishing  a  bar- 
becue near  Louisville.    The  revolution  was 
to  lake  plaee  the  day  alter  the  barbacue, 
Kerr  said  Bullitt,  and  otner  iirominenl  mem- 
bers of  the  order  were  arrested  because  ol 
that  notice;  and  that  many  leli  the  Slate  lor 
Canada. 

Bingham  thought  this  so  iaiportanl  that 
he  called  the  Democratic  Central  Commit- 
tee together  August  13lh,  to  consult  on  its 
effect  on  the  party.  Another  reason  why 
he  did  not  inform  the  authorities  was  be- 
cause he  didn't  wish  to  injure  his  party  in 
the  coming  election.  There  was  danger 
ot  that,  if  the  revolution  was  made  public, 
Dodd  was  here  for  two  weeks  and  Walker 
lor  ten  days.  He  told  them  they  would  be 
arrested  and  they  lelt.  Dodd  claimed  that 
the  scheme  was  true  until  Kerr  charged  it 
upon  him.  At  the  two  days'  meeting  ot 
the  Central  Committee,  August  12th,  this 
revolutionary  plot  was  discussed.  They  said 
the  plot  must  be  dropped.  Walker  was 
called  to  the  meeting  and  assured  the  Com- 
mittee that  it  was  stopped,  August  llih. 
Walker  told  Bingliam  he  must  be  at  the 
Bates  House  to  meet  the  rebel  officers  Irom 
Louisville,  who  were  to  consult  him  while 
en  route  to  Chicago  to  release  the  rebel  pris- 
oners there,  and  notify  them  that  the  revo- 
lution was  postjjoned.  In  August,  about 
the  time  the  arms  were  found  in  Dodd's 
building,  a  raetsenger  brought  him  a 
communication,  troru  Dodd  and  Walker, 
then  in  Chicago,  professing  to  be  addressed 
to  the  Commiltee  ol  thirteen,  asking  its 
publication  in  the  Sentinel.  He  examined 
it,  and  relused  to  publish  it.  They  pro- 
posed to  publish  it  at  Dodd's  office,  but 
Biogbam  having  an  inttrest,  eaid  tbey  should 
not  publish  it,  and  aeot  it  back  to  Walker 


who  said  he  wrote  lO  address,  and  signed 
Dodd's  name  aa  Ch:.,rman  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  thirieon.  Do  Id  was  Grand  Com- 
inandcr.  Tho  incMbers  were  sworn  to 
obey  him  implicity  m  this  revolution,  Dodd 
expected  assistance  from  members  of  the 
Order  who  came  up  to  the  mass  meeting  ol 
August  lOih,  Bingham  said  no  inducements 
or  threats  had  <irawn  out  this  testimony.  It 
was  voluntary.

DeaicSir:  The  Peace  party  in  Kentucky 
could  count  their  thousands,  but  they  art 
uiislu'plierded,  and  even  lack  local  organs, 
Thev  tiave  discarded  renegades,  and  seek  The 
Ne*o  as  the  only  exponent  oi  liieir  senli- 
nient.  Indecision  has  been  well  ni^li  fatal 
to  us.  Had  the  Democratic  party  properly 
resented  the  trickery  practiced  upon  ilieui, 
ihey  would  speedily  liave  assent bleil  ana 
declared  themselves.  In  such  exigencies 
there  must  be  no  wailing  for  a  more  conve- 
nient season  to  he  honest,  nor  any  waiting 
for  scenic  effect.  Was  there  no  one  brave 
enough  to  vindicate  tlie  taith  of  the  Demo- 
cratic party  ? 

By  whom  has  that  party  been  betrayed  ? 
Among  those  Kentuckians  who  figured  at 
Chicago  as  Democrats  were  men  who  from 
the  beginning  of  this  war  Have  been  its  most 
lurions  advocates.  Conspicuous  are  those 
who  flourished  in  that  preliminary  Council 
of  Ancients,  wliich,  with  Amos  Kemiall  ai 
its  head,  first  adopted  McClellan  as  its  can 
didate.  There  was  Hamilton  Pojie,  who  has

This 
paper  now  thrusts  itself  forward  as  the  or- 
gan of  Democracy  in  Kentucky.  Truly  the 
Democratic  Heaven  has  enlarged  itsell,  thai 
such  saints  as  these  may  come  in,  in  com- 
pany with  those  deathbed  repentants,  Mr- 
Manton  Marble  and  Reverdy  Johnson. 

And  there,  too,  was  Guthrie,  an  assumed 
Deiuocrat,  with  the  instincts  of  an  oligarch. 
We  see  the  tyrant  through  the  rags  ol  Dio- 
genes. This  man  has  been  deep  in  the 
counsels  ot  every  petty  despot  that  Lincoln 
has  sent  to  enslave  us.  This  base  deserter 
ol  his  parly,  alter  the  Charleston  Convention, 
where  he  met  with  men  as  unscrupulous  and 
more  powerful  than  himsell,  lay  stunned 
and  bewildered  on  the  hither  side  of  his 
uiiibition  He  seemed  touche<l  with  sudden 
frost.

A  political  organization 
claiming  to  represent  a  majority  of  thirty 
millions  ol  people,  after  a  revolution  wliicli 
should  have  made  known  the  liest  qualities 
ol  each,  acknowledgesauch  a  pigmy  iis great- 
est man — a  great  pyramid  crowned  by  the 
dwarf  Mct'lellan  ! 

It  would  seem  that  great  men  cannot  be 
of  use  in  such  exigencies,  when  we  rirmem 
ber  that  il  was  as  impossible  to  inake  a 
President  of  Webster  or  Calhoun  as  to  hew 
out  Mount  Atlios  into  a  statue;  while  Lin- 
coln and  McClellan  are  the  chosen  expo 
nents  of  t«o  predominant  creeds,  McClellan 
is  neither  a  .Saul  nor  a  Samuel.

It  has  come  to  .ho  knowlodgo  oi  tlie  General 
Coramaoding  that  persons,  in  this  Military  Dia- 
trii-t,  in  pub'ic  apecchea'  and  otherwise,  aro  on- 
oourdging  their  partizans  to  go  to  the  polls  arm- 
ed at  the  ensuing  election,  under  tho  false  pre- 
tense th.-it  the  military  mcditato  illegal  interfor- 
ence, 

A  more  eCTectual  meana  of  inciting  tho  largo 
rcbol  element  in  our  midst  to  acts  of  violence,  ana 
of  doteiriog  peaoeabia  and  orderly  oi'ii-^ns  from 
attending  tho  pollii,  could  n  >t  be  well  devised. 

Tho  Commanding  Genaral  is  resolved,  to  far  aa 
ih»  mo*ns  at  hia  disposal  will  allow,  to  have  a 
fair  and  free  election,  and  to  this  end  every  aid 
will  bo  afforded  to  tho  officers  of  the  election  in 
onforcing  tho  State  laws  upon  tho  subject,  both 
aa  to  the  admission  of  qualified  voters  and  tho 
oiclusion  of  those  who  are  disqualified. 

Tho  rebel  element  in  our  midst, 'whether  resi- 
dent or  sojourning  from  other  States  has  no  right 
to  interfere  in  our  elections ;  and  th.ise  who  arc 
known  aa  adherent'  of  tho  cause  of  the  rebellion 
will  not  bo  permitted  to  indnlgs  in  sedidous  dis- 
ous-'i  ins,  attend  poUtijal  meeting-  or  the  i  laces 
of  voting  on  oUction  day.  They  must  remain 
quiet  or  leave  the  State.  The  Act  of  the  Logia- 
laturo  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  of  March  11. 
1882,  must  bo  the  test  of  political  rights  to  all 
such;  and  neither  false  oaths  or  tho  culpable  con- 
nivance of  partiian  officers  of  elections  will  shield 
from  punishment  thoso  who  violate  it. 

Tho  following  is  tho  Act  of  th«  Leglalaturo 
above  referred  to : 

"An  act  to  amend  Chapter  15,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  entitled  Citiiens,  Expatriation  and 
Aliens. 

".Sec.  1.  Be  itenneted,  Sec:  That  .my  citiion 
of  this  State  who  shall  enter  into  the  service  ot 
tho  90-callcd  Confederate  States,  in  either  a  civil 
or  military  capacity,  or  enter  into  tho  service  of 
tho  so-called  Provisional  Qovernment  of  Ken- 
tucky, in  either  a  civil  or  miliiary  capacity,  or  hav- 
ing heretofore  entered  .'Uch  service  of  either  the 
Con'edo'ate  States  or  Provisional  Oovernment, 
-'hall  Continue  in  such  service  after  this  Act  takes 
effect,  orsball  take  up  and  continue  in  arms  against 
the  military  forces  of  the  United  Statu  or  tho 
.State  of  Kentucky,  or  shall  give  voluutury  aid 
and  a3^istance  to  th  ise  in  arms  ag  iini-t  said  force-', 
-ihall  bo  deemed  to  have  expatriated  himself,  and 
^hall  no  longer  be  a  citifen  of  Kentucky,  nor 
shall  ho  agaio  bo  a  oiticeo,  except  by  permission 
of  the  Legislature  by  general  or  special  statute. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  a  person  attempts,  or 
is  called  on  to  exercise  luiy  of  the  Constitunal  or 
legal  rights  and  privileges  belonging  only  to  cit- 
izens of  Kentucky,  he  may  be  required  to  nega- 
tive, on  oath,  the  expatriation  provided  in  the 
first  section  of  this  Act,  and  upon  his  failure  or 
refusal  to  do  so,  shall  not  be  permitted  tooxeroise 
any  such  right  or  privilego. 

"Sec.  3.  This  Act  lo  be  of  force  in  thirty  days 
from  and  after  its  passage." 

Alloclt  voluntarily  done  byaoitiien, and  design 
ed  cr  intended  by  him  to  aid  or  assist  thosa  to 
arms,  against  the  United  States,  or  State  of  Ken. 
tncky,  are  embraced  by  the  Statute. 

"Aid  and  assistance"  may  be  given  to  those  in 
arms  by  wordt  as  well  as  acts,  as,  for  in^taace, 
by  giving  valuable  information,  persuading  and 
inducing  persons  to  enlist  in  the  rebel  service  Ac. 

It  is  perfectly  easy  for  discreet  and  patriotic 
officers  of  the  election  to  distinguish,  under  the 
terms  of  this  law,  legal,  from  disfranchised 
voters.  Those  officers,  and  not  suspected  per- 
sons applying  to  vote,  are  the  judges,  both  of 
the  sense  of  the  oath  to  be  administered,  of  the 
proper  questions  to  be  put  and  answered,  and  of 
the  legal  effect  of  the  facts  dii-olosed.

ovrn  household.  It  has  also  pleased  our  Heaven- 
LT  FaTocb  to  favor  as  well  our  citiiens  in  their 
homes  as  our  soldiers  in  their  camps  and  our 
sailors  on  the  seas  with  unusu,il  health.  He  has 
largoly  augmented  our  free  population  by  eman 
cipatiun  and  by  immigt-ation,  trbile  He  has  opened 
to  us  new  sources  of  wealih,  and  has  crowned 
the  Ubor  of  our  workingmon  in  every  de- 
partment of  industry  with  abundant  reward. 
Moreover,  IIk  has  been  pleased  to  animate  and

On  the  afternoon  of  November  2,  eight 
guerrillas  were  brought  to  this  place  from 
Lexington.  In  the  evening  four  of  them 
were  executed  in  retaliation  for  the  murder 
of  Mr.  Graham,  of  Peaks  Mill.  On  the  3d 
the  other  four  were  taken  to  New  Castle  and 
executed  for  the  two  negroes  murdered  In^t 
week  by  John  Marshall.  Four  others  will 
be  executed  on  the  4tli  at  Midway,  in  retal'- 
atloo  for  the  tnurder  of  Mr.  Adam  Harper 

A  resolution  was  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  of  Alabama,  during  its  recent 
session,  offering  conciliatory  terms  to  the 
Union  authorities,  and  asking  a  cessation  of 
hostilities  The  resolution  caused  consider- 
able discussions,  and  a  strong  Union  .senti- 
ment was  developed.  The  Legislature  also 
refused  to  accede  lo  the  demand  of  the  rebel 
authorities  to  provide  the  ways  and  means 
lor  strengthening  the  defences  of  Alabama 
There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  slatemeni 
made  last  spring  is  true,  and  a  majority  ol 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  are  Union 
but  the  presence  of  rebel  forces  keep  them 
from  openly  taking  Union  grounds.

In  Missouri,  Bill 
Anderson,  Frank  Barns,  Tod<i,  Quanlrill. 
and  others  make  it  a  point  to  kill  every  ofh- 
cer  and  soldier  and  Union  man  they  come 
across,  and  burn  and  destroy  their  properly. 
And  now  the  rebel  newspapers  are  urging 
the  rebel  authorities  lo  use  whatever  money 
is  necessary  lo  employ  incendiaries  lo  burn 
Philadelphia,  Boston,  Cincinnati,  and  oilier 
Union  cities  They  stale  that  the  men  are 
already  in  those  cities  ready  to  do  the  work, 
and  the  sum  lo  pay  them  will  not  exceed  8 
million,  or  one  and  a  half  millions  of  dol- 
lars I  And  foi  that  sum,  enough  men  can 
be  employed  to  simultaneously  Are  each  city 
in  a  hundred  or  more  places,  so  as  lo  render 
the  entire  destruction  certain.

«  her  leading  McClellanites  are  as  guilty  as 
Terry  and  Donahue.  These  panics  are  all 
for  McClellan,  and  thus  resort  to  fraud  lo 
beat  Mr.  Lincoln.  They  are  political  trai- 
tors and  scoundrels.  Can  honest  rotn  vole 
with  them  ?  They  nro  the  leaders  of  the 
parly  in  New  York  that  put  McClellan  and 
Pendleton  in  the  field.  To  vote  with  them 
will  be  at  least  to  partially  justify  their  vil- 
lanous  conduct  Vote  for  Lincoln  and

It  seems  to  us  lhal  Geo  H.  Pendle- 
ton approaches  very  near  to  insignificance, 
in  ihe  pettifogging  dodge  lie  made  in  hie 
late  speech  in  New  Y^ork.

During  his  speech  Mr.  Pendleton  lakes 
no  further  notice  of  this  record.  He  could 
pick  no  other  flaw  in  it,  or  find  any  further 
fault  with  it,  but  after  a  careful  study  of  the 
pamphlet  to  find  something  to  difcredit,  he 
pitched  upon  a  mere  mistake  in  a  date,- 
typographical  error — and  because  of  that, 
tries  to  throw  discredit  upon  the  whole.  And 
yet  he  knew  very  well  that  the  mistake  he 
quoted  was  not  "a  specimen  of  fraud  and 
forgery,"  but  only  a  misprint  as  lo  date.  He 
knew  that  on  the  7th  of  January,  1854, — 
instead  of  July  7th — he  did  vote  ngainst  a 
resolution  denouncing  the  rebellion.

Another  Southern  Traitor  in  the  Field. 

The  '  ray  of  light"  which  emanated  from 
the  Chicajie  platform  and  nominees  to  cheer 
ihe  rebels  inarms  has  called  forth  epeech- 
ffs  and  letters  from  a  number  of  their  leaders. 
The  last  letter  trom  Hon.  W.  W.  Boyce,  of 
.Souih  Carolina,  who,  when  a  member  of 
Congress,  profe.ased  lo  be  a  Union  man.  On 
one  occasion  he  told  the  Southern  members 
plainly,  that  whenever  they  ailenipled  to 
carry  out  their  threat  of  seceding  they  soun- 
•led  the  death  knell  of  slavery.  W'e  have 
not  the  space  for  bis  recent  letter;  but  give 
some  of  the  most  important  paragraphs 
After  recommending  to  Jeff.  Davis  lo  respond 
to  the  Chicago  Convention  he  says:  The 
italics  are  as  we  find  them  : 

"By  a  satisfactory  peace  I  mean  peace 
eonfislent  with  the  preservation  of  our  tree 
InRtilulions.  By  a  saiislaciory  peace  I  di> 
not  mean  that  cessation  of  hosiiliiiea  which 
might,  alter  a  prolracied  rnniesi.  result  from 
ihe  exhauBtion  ol  the  belligerents,  wherebj 
ihe  sword  would  fail  from  their  nerveless 
hands,  their  hearts  a  prey  to  the  furies.  Such 
a  peace  as  that  would  be  but  a  hollow  truce. 
Ill  which  each  pariy  would  be  incessantly 
preparing  for  a  new,  final  and  decisive  slruir- 
!>\e.  The  peace  which  I  mean  is  a  peace 
which  reconciles  the  interests  and  the  feel- 
ings of  the  belligerents;  a  peace,  in  short, 
which  restores  harmony." 

He  then  proceeds  to  show  that  the  "Con- 
federacy" is  drifting  toward  despotism,  and 
that  Republican  government  can  only  be 
preserved  by  making  peace.    He  says: 

"Have  we  not  carried  conscription  to  its  last 
limits.  Is  not  every  tnan  in  the  country  between 
7  and  50,  subject  to  military  authority  f  None 
are  exempt  except  vpon  consideration  of  public 
interest?  Have  we  not  been  compelled  to  lay 
lirect  taxes  in  tiie  very  teeth  of  the  theory 
of  the  Cunsiilution  ?  Have  we  not  issued 
such  vast  amounts  of  paper  money  as  to  un- 
settle all  values?  Have  we  not  couipe'led 
ihe  holders  of  our  paper  money  lo  fund  it, 
or  lose  one  third  ?  Have  we  not  seized  all 
the  railroads?  Have  we  not  de.slroyed  rail- 
roads and  built  others  ?  Have  we  not  estab- 
lished a  universal  .system  of  impressment  ol 
property  at  our  own  prices,  in  our  own  mon- 
ey? Have  we  not  established  a  fioverniiient 
monopoly  of  the  exportations  of  the  great 
■ilaples  of  the  country  ?  Have  we  not  com- 
pelled those  whom  we  permit  to  remain  at 
'lorne,  to  execute  bonds  lo  furnish  their  pro- 
duels  10  us  at  our  prices?  Have  wc  not  sus- 
pended the  writ  ol  habeas  corpus?  Have  we 
■  ot  introduced  the  passport  system,  which, 
we  used  to  think,  belonged  lo  ihe  iron  def»- 
•oiisiu  of  Europe?  In  short,  has  not  ihe 
Federal  Govern:r.ent  done  everything  that  a 
eniralized  miiiiary  despoiisiii  could  do? 
Indee.l,  il  you  were  appointed  Military  Dic- 
tator, what  greater  power  could  you  e.xercise 
nan  you  no*  do?  1  allude  to  lliewe  ihingK 
not  to  complain  of  them,  but  to  lainem 
ihem.  It  you  tell  me  they  are  necessary,  1 
reply  thai  is  precisely  my  argument.  My  ar- 
gument assumes  and  requires  that  noces.'^ily 
It  is  plain  our  GoveVniiienl  exerci'^es  the 
(lowers  of  a  central  despotism." 

.As  to  despotism  in  the  .South,  compared 
with  what  the  Copperheads  call  the  "Lincoln 
lespolisin,"  Boyce  says  : 

"The  truth  is,  that  the  Government  at 
Washington  has  not  ilared  lo  exercise  power 
in  the  grand  scale  itiat  our  Governmenl  has 
riie  Lincoln  Cioverninenl  has  not  ventured 
10  resort  lo  an  effective  conscription.  It  has 
not  resorted  to  taxation  as  we  have;  it  has 
no  lax  in  kind  ;  it  does  not  prohibit  imports; 
it  does  not  monopolize  tne  exports;  it  does 
not  reply  upon  imprisonment." 

He  then  proceeds  to  talk  to  Jeff.  Davis 
ibout  the  necessity  "ol  giving  the  Demo- 
cratic party  all  the  power  wo  can."  He  pro- 
poses lo  do  it  bv  accepting  the  proposal  of 
he  Chicago  convenlion  lor  a  Convention  of

The  Vietvs  ul  Hu<ituer  .Suuilierner. 
Hon  Jere.  Clemens,  ol  Alabama,  like 
)lher  Southern  Democrats,  lakes  an  intern 
in  the  Federal  election,  and  has  given  his 
>  iews  in  reference  to  Ihe  canvass.  M  r.  Cle 
nens  does  not  belong  lo  ihe  Rhett  an<l  Jett. 
Davis  school.  We  have  space  for  but  iwo 
paragraphs : 

"For  attempting  to  preserve,  unimpaired 
(he  Union  our  fathers  made,  Mr  Lincoln 
vas,  and  still  is,  denounced  as  a  lyrani,  the 
Feileral  Comtrens  as  a  band  of  lerucious 
miscreants.  Gen.  Grant  as  a  biiii  her.  Gen. 
.Sherman  as  a  mercilet-s  ruffian.  Gen.  Biiiler 
^8  a  beast,  and,  lastly,  the  people  of  the 
North  were  proclaimed  incapable  ol  sell- 
eovernment — miserable  tools  is  oi  the  'basei-i 
and  most  degraded  despoiiaiii,'  who  had 
•profonndly  disgraced  tlieinfelves'  by  an 
ignoble  love  of  gold  and  brutifying  lanaii- 
cism.'  These,  and  many  o\\\eT  mild  and  gen- 
tlemanly epithets,  were  applied  to  all  who 
fared  lo  doubt  the  right  oi  a  single  State  to 
destroy  the  liberty  and  happiness  of  the 
whole.  But  all  that  is  chanj^ed  when  the 
principle  of  secession  comes  lo  be  applied  in 
Jeff.  Davis'  dominions.  The  people  of 
North  Carolina  are  now  told  that  ihey  shall 
not  even  consider  the  question  of  restoring 
the  Union  ;  and  their  Governor  is  warned 
that  if  he  does  not  repress  the  expression  of 
every  wish  for  a  return  lo  more  peaceful 
limes,  his  Slate  will  be  desolated  with  fire 
and  sword.  Good  God  !  how  blind  must

The  Chicago  ami-Union  orators  in  thi^ 
Slate  arc  charging  Mr.  Lincoln  with  a  vio-

But,  waiving  this:  These  oratori  say  the 
people  should  vote  against  Mr.  Lincoln  and 
for  Gen  McClellan  becam-e  Mr.  Lincoln  has 
sanctioned  and  approveii  this  division  of  a 
.Slate.  .Ah  !  indeed  I  Is  that  a  reason  for 
voting  against  Mr.  Lincoln  7  Well,  look 
here:  On  the 4th  of  August,  1861,  Gen.  Mc-

which,  like  a  similar  sentiment  in  Western 
Virginia,  will,  if  protected,  ultimalel;;  organ- 
ize TU.VT  SECTION"  INTO  A  FREE  StaTE." 

To  destroy  the  institution  of  slavery  in 
Western  Texas  and  Western  Virginia — to 
organize  one  new  State  out  of  the  .Slate  of 
Texas,  and  another  out  of  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  those  to  be  free  States,  recom- 
mended itself  to  Gen.  McClellan's  judgment 
so  strongly  in  1861 ,  that,  in  a  solemn  docu- 
ment in  which  he  assumes  to  advise  the 
President  as  lo  his  policy,  he  recommends 
it  lo  be  done. 

In  August,  1863,  two  years  afterward,  he 
wrote  his  report  and  inserted  this  document 
in  it,  and  expresses  the  opinion  that  his 
views  were  correct  I
